us to conſider it, as a wine feaſt, inſtituted and appointed by the 
Lord Jeſus, in commemoration of himſelf ; in which Chrit, 
himſelf is the food provided for us; and will ſtrengthen and in- 
creaſe in us all goodneſs, provided we feed on him, or that ſpiritual, 
nouriſhment by faith with thankſgiving. Then we ſhall fiad a. 
new life and ſpirit come into us, and we ſhall wax ftrong in the 
Lord, and in the power of his might. | 
II. We are alſo to conſider this facrament, as a feaſt upon a 
facrifice, wherein we are more particularly to commemorate the 
death of our Saviour, who gave himfelf for us an offering and. 
facrifice to God, for a ſweet (melling ſavour. In this holy action 
we ſet forth that ſacrifice for us, and aur thankful remembrance 


of his love, and our high eſteem of thoſe benefits, which he hath 


purchaſed for us with his bloody death., Thus we Gee forth. 
the Lord's death till he ſball come, and preſerve the memory of 


bis great goodneſs ; and celebrate the memory. of thoſe divine 
benefits he hath obtained for us. x 


III. Here alſo we make a ſolemn profeſſion of the Chris 


faith, and declare ourſelves to be the diſciples and followers of 


Chriſt, to whom we join ourſelves in fellowſhip, as members to 
their head. We declare, by this action, the entire afſent of our 
minds to the truth of all that he preached, when he was in the 
fleſh. For St. Paul ſays, that the cup of bleſſing, aubieh wwe bleſs, | 
s the communion of the blood of Chrift ; and the bread which aue

* the blood of Chiiſt, is for a commemoration of his obedience 
* unto death, that they who live, ſhould not henceforth live to 
„ themſclves, but to him, that died, and roſe again,” 
So that we muſt remember, when we are preparing for this holy 
Feaſt, that we are going to conſecrate ourſelves anew to the obe- 
dience of Chriſt unto death, to renew our proteſtations of friend- 
ſhip with him, and to confirm the covenant, that is between us: 
utterly.to diſclaim all enmities, and oppoſition to his will; and to 
renew our promiſe, never to forſake or deny him; and to vow, in 
a moſt ſolemn manner, that we mutt from henceforth live unto 
him, and not unto ourſelves, and ſerve him in ſincerity and truth 
all the days of our life. 5 F ; 

IV. This ſacrament is to be conſidered likewiſe as a feaſt upon 
a ſacrifice for him; wherein we profeſs our belief, that God 
loved the world, that he gawe his only begotten ſon to be a pro- 
pitiation for our ſins, thro" faith in his blood. The cup, which 
is here adminiſtred, is the neau covenant in Chriſt's blood, aubich 
vas ſhed for the remiſſion of fins, and aſſures us of forgiveneſs 
thro” his blood, | | 

Thus, after the bread and <vzne are deputed by holy prayer to 
God, to be uſed for a commemoration of Chriſt's death, though 
hey do not ceaſe to be what they were before; yet, they become 
ſomething, which they were not before conſecration : They be- 
come viſible ſigns on pledges of that inward and fpiritual grace, 
which they are appointed by Chriſt himſelt, to repreſent ; which 
grate is no leſs than the body and blood of Chrift, which are de- 
rily and indeed taken and received by the faithful in the Lord's 

pper. For they have a real feaſt and portion given them in 

the death and ſufferings of the Lord Jeſus: whoſe body was 
broken and blood ſhed for the remiſſion of fins. They truly 
and indeed partake of the virtue of his blocdy ſacrifice, whereby 
he hath obtained an eternal redemption for mankind. An it is 
the nature and office of theſe ſacramental pledges to aſſure us of 
the good will of God, and of his truth in fulfilling his gracious 
promiſes. He engages to be faithful to us in givzzg them: as 
we engage ourſelves to be faithful to him in receiving them, God 
bids us believe that we ſhall be accepted in his beloved: and he 
does after put us in poſſeiſion of all that, which the goſpel pro- 
miſes, and the ſacrifice of Chriſt upon the croſs obtained for us; 
no leſs than mercy, grace, and peace; remiſſion of fins ; the 
power of the Holy Ghoſt, and eternal lite. N © ons

V. This ſacrament is alſo a bond of union amongſt chriſtians, 
They, who believe in one common Saviour, and partake of the 
fame ſacrifice, will never forget the duty of that leſſon, Beloved, 
if God ſo lowed us, as to give his only begotten Son to die for our 
fins, we ought alſo to lowe one another. The ſacrifice here offered 
is declarative of chriſtian unanimity, knit together in a firm and 
inſepa able charity. For, when our Lord took the bread which 
is kneaded together, and made up by the union of many corns, 
and called it his body, he thereby denoted all chriſtian people: 
In the fame manner, when he took the wine, which is preſſed 
from many grapes, and gathered together in one cup, and called 
it his blood : he alſo denoted his flock, or the congregation of 
the faithful, joined by the mingling together of an united mul- 
titude. | 
Therefore, when we partake of the table of the Lord, let us 
conſider, that as we are thereby made one with Chrift, ſo we 
are joined in cloſe union one with another: and let us remem- 
ber, when we are preparing to receive this heavenly banquet, that, 
as we are going to commemorate the deareſt love of our Lord, 
and to profeſs our love to him: ſo we, at the fame time, engage 
to love all the members of that body, of which Chrilt is the 
head : that we there enter into covenant one with another, as well 
as with Chrifl, by eating of the ſame bread, and drinking of the 
ſame cup, never to be unreconciled unto each other, and never to 
hate, revile, injure, backbite one another, or fall out any more; 
but to live for the time to come, in the peace of God, and in 
unity and godly love. As this is the effect of receiving the 
facrament of Chriſt's body and blood; if it heals the breaches _ 
made amongſt the faithful, and promotes chriſtian love and cha- 
rity; if it nouriſhes a loving Kind diſpoſition of mind, and 
keeps the ſou! free from all baſe ſelfiſhneſs and covetous de- 
fires ; the oftner any one goes to the Lord's table, with a true 
penitent heart and lively faith, the better chriſtian he wil grow, 
For this reaſon our bleſſed Saviour inſtituted this ſacrament, 
not for the rich and mighty, but for the poor and weak alſo, 
He invites all ſtates and conditions, and promiſes to receive them 
without diſtinction, provided they do love one another, with a a 
ſincere heart, and unſeigned affection. Here the great are taught 
and engaged not to ſcorn them of low degree; and the poor are 
engaged not to envy the great, The rich are called upon to te 
merciful and liberal: the poor and needy to be thankful and 
contented. The learned and wiſe not to deſpiſe the ignorant 
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and weak : and the weak not to judge the ſtrong : but all to hᷣve 
together, as loving brethren, and members of the ſame body. 
That fo, they may have the ſame care one for another. And 
<vbether one member ſuffer, all the members may ſuffer with it; 
or one member rejotceth, all tbe reſi may rejoice with it. That as 
there is one Lord and one Spirit, and one baptiſm, and one Hope 
of cur calling; ſo the pnultulude of believers may be of one heart, 
aud of one foul, That wwe may all ſpeak the ſame thing, and 
that there be no diviſions among ft us; but that awe be perfeciiy 
joined together in the ſame ming, and in the ſame judgment: and 
that aue may with one heart and one mouth glorify God even the 
father of our Lord Jeſus Chrift. | 1 
Jo ſum up all that has been ſaid, concerning the zature, end 
and uſe of this boly ſacrament, we mult acknowledge and be- 
lic ve it to be an holy feaſt, in commemoration of our Lord Jeſus 
Chriſt, eſpecially of his death; in which we, on our part, make 
a ſolemn profeſſion of his religion, as delivered to us, and con - 
tained in the holy goſpels, and tie ourſelves in the ſtricteſt cove· 
nt to follow him unto death, and to live in love and. charity 
witk all our chriſtian brethren. On the other part, Chriſt makes 
a repreſentation of his dying love to us, and confirms the con- 
tinuance of it, giving us pledges that he will make us heirs of 
all the bleſſings, which were the purchaſe.of his body broken, 
and his blood ſhed fur us. So that, when the- miniſter gives the 
bread and the cup to us, we ſhould receive them as tokens and 
aſſurances, given by Chriſt, of his continued and everlaſting 
love and affection: and when we take, eat, and drink that, which 
he gives us, we ſhould receive it with reſolutions to continue his 
faithful diſciples, in bopes of that eternal life, which God hath 
omiſed to them, that believe in Jeſus Chriſt, whom he hath ſent 
into the world to ſave finners. + | . 
Having conſidered the premiſes, it will be no difficult matter 
to ſhew, that it is the duty of all chriſtians to cammunicate at 
the Lord's table, It was not inſtituted and ordained for the 
benefit of one church or nation, or for any peculiar ſtate and 
condition of men; but for all that call npon the name of the 
Lord, through Jeſus Chriſt our Saviour, who, in his invitation 
to this ſeaſt, makes no exception, but extends his promiſe of its 
| berefi s unto all: Came, ſays the bleſſed Jeſus, unto me, all zethat 
trauei and are heavy laden, and I will refreſh you. And, the Au- 
thor of our Salvation, knowing how difficult it is for man tobe 
drawn to any thing by mere invitation, and that the devil, who

tempted our firſt Parents to eat the forbidden fruit with fo great 
ſucceſs, was always diligent to prevent their poſterity froin re- 
ceiving the means of grace and ſalvation, and, by aſſuming the 
form of an angel of light, to difluade well-diſpoſed chrittians, 
by ſcruples and groundleſs feats, to reject ſo kind and loving an 
invitation, he has backed it with a ſpecial command —7. ale, 
eat; thir is my body, avhich is broken for you—Drink ye all of this, 
for this is my blood ſhed for you. Do this in remembrance of me. 
For, except ye eat the fleſh of the Son of man, and drink hrs blood, 
ye have no life-in you, But, wwhoſo eateth-my fleſh and arinketh 
my blood, hath eternal life, and I will raiſe him up at the laſt day. 

It is, therefore, beyond conception, why ſo many excuſe them- 
ſelves, or rather ſeek for excuſes to keep them from the commu- 
nion of the body and blood of Chriſt, There is nothing which 
Chriſt enjoins with more ſolemnity and -poſitiveneſs than this 
facred action. Conſequemly, if we confeſs ourſelves obliged to 
perform his other commands, there can be nothing invented by 
men ſufficient to excuſe us from obedience to this command 
Do Tx#1s—A command, whereby our love and affection to 
Chriſt Jeſus, our ever bleſſed Redeemer is tried and proved in a 
molt particular manner, For, as the only reafon why we ſhould 
do this, is becauſe he would have us: ſo the doing of it is a 
piece of pure obedience, ariſing wholly out of our reſpect an 
affection to him and his injunctions, who laid down his life 
for us; inſtituted and ordained to keep up the memory of our 
Saviour, and to perpetuate his love to the end of the world. 

Thus, the oftner we' receive the body and blood of Chriſt, we 
ſhew forth the Lord's death till his coming again, and approve 
our title to the covenant in Chriſt Jeſus ; hecauſe it is a peculiar 
mark of a chriſtian, a mark proper to him alone; who is moved 
to this not by nature, and the common light of mankind, but 
purely by his religion and devotion to his Saviour. For there is 
no part of divine worſhip, in which he is interefled ſo much as 
in tkis. It is more properly a chriſtian worſhip, than any other 
part of his duty. All the world confeſs that they are in duty 
bound to pray to God, to praiſe him, and to give him thanks

l 8 ef God... y dbing this, belongs only to believers 
Tha primitive chriſtians were ſo well convinced of this truth , 

and of the neceſſity of frequenting the Lord's table, that they ne- 
ver met to pertorm the duty of Prayer, but they communicated 
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eh:iſtian religion, or the great benefits we are intitled to Þy 


by doing this in remembrance of the death and paſſion of our 
Saviour Chriſt ; and as long as we have any need to grow in 
the grace of our Lord Jeſus Chriſt, to increaſe in ſtrength and 


power, to reſiſt and conquer all temptations, and to perform our 


ſeveral duties; to renew the ſenſe of our obligations to God, 
and to bind ovrſelves faſter to him: to heighten our love and 
3 and to ſtir up light and joy in God our Saviour; ſo 
ong it will be neceſſary to ds this, without which, we can't 
obtain thoſe great ends and purpoſes, PIES, 
For, by theſe outward ſigns, inflituted and ordained by Chriſt 


\ himſelf, we expreſs our hearty conſent to the new covenant, . 
made by Chriſt, in his blood; and engage ourſelves to ſtand on 
the terms and conditions of it. So that it is the ſame, as if we 
refuſed to be of Chriſt's religion: ſhould we refuſe or wilfully 
neglect to come to this holy, communion. He that made the 


new covenant with us, made theſe outward rights and ſolem- 


nities, to b. inſtruments of ſtipulation, whereby they, who are 


willing to enter into that covenant, and to be of that religion, 


| ſhould expreſs their agreement and ſubmiſſion to it; and openly 
declare that they acknowledge jeſus to be the Lord, and that 


a will perform due obedience to every one of his commands, 
he command alſo includes a frequent repetition of the act of 
doing this: as often, Jays Jeſus, as ye do it. When we have 


once done it, we are to ſignify our continuance and ſtedfaſtneſs 
in that religion, to which, by theſe means we have joined our- 


ſelves, by the repeated uſe of the ſame means. He that hath 


put his hand to the plough, will never reap the fruits of his la- 
bour, ſhould he draw back: neither can we hope to enjoy he 


benefits of this ſacrament, if we abſent from the Lord's table, 
upon any pretence whatſoever, They hve, as if they repented 
of the contract, which they had made, and renounced our bleſ- 
ſed Saviour, who imagine it ſufficient to partake of this ſacra- 
ment once or twice in a life-time : for Chritt made the doing this 
a ſpecial evidence an! ratification of our devotion to him and 
his ſervice. , | 3 | ok 4:45 2 

To which if we add all the other purpoſes and ends for 
which this ſacrament was ordained, they would ſtill make it 
appear more obligatory and neceffary, that we ſhould frequent 
the holy communion of the body and blood of our dear Re- 


dee mer; if either the will of Chriſt, his ſpecial command, the 


praQiice of all true believers, our own wants, our reſpect to the 


doing

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doing this in remembrance of the author and finiſher of our faith, 
can make us conſider and judge any thing ſo. ; 
But if we aſk, who are the perſons whom our Lord. invites 
and calls to this holy communion ? It is anſwered, they are ALL 
who are baptized into the name of the Lord Jeſus, and ſeriouſly, 
believe his religion : they that take upon themſelves to make 
good that promiſe, vow and covenant, made in their name, when 


they were baptized. They are the perſons, who are invited, and 


acceptable at the holy table: and of whom Chriſt will take it ill, 
ſhou!d they, on any pretence, abſent themſelves. Therefore, 
don't entangle yourſelves in- endleſs doubts and ſcruples about 
the qualifications required in thoſe, who come to the Lord's 
Supper; but be ſatisfied with an examination of your own heart 
by this plain and certain rule. 7 

Do you believe the goſpel of Jeſus Chriſt to be the truth of 
God? Do you conſent to be governed by bis laws? Do you 
remember, and will you ſtand to the vow, that was made in 
your name, when you were baptized? Are you deſirous to re- 


new that covenant in the manner deſcribed ? Do you value his 


favour and grace declared in his precious promiſes above all 
earthly things? Would you partake of his holy -communion, 
that you may commemorate your. Saviour's dying love; that 

u may own and acknowledge him to be your Saviour, and 
that you may devote and unite your hearts unto him in ſtricter 
friendſhip ; that you may bind yourſelf in the bond of peace to 
all your brethren, and that you may receive more of his grace 


and greater aſſurance of his love, as the moſt invaluable bleſfing ? 


Then lay aſide all your fears, and humbly approach unto him, 
to render him the facrifice of praiſe and thankſgiving, and to 
receive freſh tokens of his unchangeable love, good-will, and af- 
fections. | .
